FJ, UR. Inclination to embrace all Opportunities to expreſs 
() Our conſtant Care of, and affeRion to Our Ancient 
Kingdom, hath moved Us to Call You together at this 
ime, to Adviſe with Us what miayrtruly conduce to the Security 
and Intereft thereof : And as We have ever judged Our Own and 
the Intereſts-of Our Subjects to be unſeparable, and ſuch as would 
divide them, rq be in their Hearts Enemies to Both ; ( Experi- 
ence having ſufficiently evinced, thar all Invaſions upon, or Di- 
minutions of, the Rights and Prerogarives of Our Crown, prove 
fatal, and deſtruQtive to the Security and Property of Our People, 
which can only thereby be prote&ed)) ſo are they then beſt ma- 
mged and fecured; when provided for by Unanimous Counlels 
nd Joint Reſolutions. And as it is one of Our greateſt Satiſ 
actions that We have been always careful of thar Our Ancient 
Kingdom, with a Tenderneſs ſuitable ro Our great Intereſt in 
It; ſowhen We remember the firm and dutiful Conſtancy which 
t hath always paid tothe Royal L ine and Family; and that now 
t is your Intereſt as well as Duty ro adhere unto ir with Un- 
lhaken Loyalty as niuch as ever; We cannot doubr of your 
| Ready and Zealous Compliance at this time, with what ſhall be 
Propoſed as fir for Our Service 3; which can never be divided 
from the Happineſs of Our People. 4 WILL 
And ſince ſome (corrupted with the Rebellious Principles of 
the Laſt Age , or the Blind Zeal of this ) have .ar firſt raiſed 
Xhiſms and Separation in the Church, and afterwards frequent 
ebellions againſt Us; We carinot bur expect from your Pru- 
dent Conſultations, effe&tual and adequate Remedies for curing 
eſe Violent Diſtempers at preſent, and preventing chem for the 
ire : And that vou will not deſpiſe or connive ar the ſmalleſt 
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Appearances of theſe Wicked and Seditious Principles, which © 
. { ow plauſibly loever they may be dif. uſed unden the old P;a 
rences and fallacious Masks of Liberty and Religion, which ite 
ever leaſt rhihded by the moſt-Clamorens Pretenders to them } 
yet in the Iifue lead to ſuch Monſtrous Effe&ts, and Rebellions 
Extravagances, as neceſſarily tend to the Diſſolution of all GG. 
vernment . nd Ordet : And of which you tannot chuſe bir bs. 
deeply ſenſible. 

This being once effectually done, We may: reaſonably hops 
that Our Government in Church and State, as by Law prelently 
Eſtabliſhed; ſhalt receive its due Reverence and Obedience, a 
that all Our-gobd SubjeQts ſhall be preſerved jn Peace, Tranqui 
lity and Happineſs. For promoting theſe Gtear Erids, (o ne 
ceſſary to the ſecuring- the Proteſtant Relifton, Our Authority 
and Goverhinent, and the Common Intereſt:of Our People, by 
your Joint Advice, who are fo rtiuch concerned ; and for EnaQ 
ing of ſuch L aws as Experience hath diſcoveted to be-wanting 
for diſtribution of Juſtice in ſeveral Caſes, which have emerged 
ſiace Our laſt Parliament, We have called This ; and as an Emi 
nent Expreſſion of Our Favour to You; have named Our moſt 
- Deat and moſt Entirely Beloved Brother JAMES Duke of Afhin 
and York; &-c. to be Our Commiſſioner therein, whom We 
have found fo AﬀeRionare to You, and to whom: You have te> 
ſtified ſo much Duty during His long ſtay amongſt You; whitl 
have enabled Him fo well to underſtand the Aﬀeairs and Intetel 
of that Our Ancient Kingdom. And fince His Intereſt is lo yr 
ſeparable from Ours, We ſhall not doubt of Your Ready ant 
Chearful Concurrente to render His Endeavours amongſt Yd 
ſucceſsful for ſecuring Our Government, and your own Peact atd 
Happineſs.
